For  service  to  the  students  and  athletes  of  Lawrence  hligh  School,  it  is  indeed  an 
honor  to  dedicate  this  page  to  our  retiring  athletic  director,  Ralph  Wolfendale. 


Mr.  Wolfendale  is  a  1930  graduate  of  Lawrence  High  School.  He  distinguished  himself  as 
an  athlete  at  Lawrence  High  School  and  later  at  Cheshire  Academy  in  1931.  He  was  graduat¬ 
ed  from  Fordham  University  in  1935  where  he  played  football  for  the  immortal  coach,  "Iron 
Mike"  Cavanaugh.  He  was  a  teammate  of  the  legendary  Vince  Lombardi  and  a  member  of 
the  "Seven  Blocks  of  Granite."  Before  returning  to  Lawrence,  Mr.  Wolfendale  played  pro¬ 
fessional  football  for  the  Boston  Shamrocks  who  later  became  the  Washington  Redskins. 

Mr.  Wolfendale  joined  the  Lawrence  High  School  faculty  in  1950  as  a  member  of  the  His¬ 
tory  Department.  He  later  served  as  an  assistant  football  coach  under  James  Jordan,  the  late 
Mark  Devlin  and  Ed  Buckley.  He  became  athletic  director  in  1967. 

Mr.  Wolfendale  has  dedicated  his  life  to  sports  —  especially  here  at  Lawrence  High 
School,  and  one  can  be  assured  that  the  anecdotes  and  stories  told  about  this  great  man  will 
ring  in  these  halls  forever.
